Result  of  Operations — Continued 

In  arriving  at  the  operating  results  of  the  General  Revenue  Fund,  revenues  are  reported  on  a cash  basis,  being  tht 
actual  receipts  in  cash  within  the  fiscal  period,  whereas  expenditures  include  liabilities  incurred  but  not  paid  at  the  end 
of  the  fiscal  year.  In  other  words,  revenues  exclude  accounts  receivable  but  expenditures  include  accounts  payable. 

The  operating  results  shown  above  are  subject  to  the  undernoted  qualifications: 

(a)  As  at  March  31,  1964,  unmatured  debentures  aggregating  $3,800.00  had  not  been  surrendered  for  exchange 
under  the  provisions  of  the  1945  debt  reorganization  program.  Interest  thereon  has  been  charged  to 
expenditure  at  the  rates  provided  by  the  program.  No  interest  has  been  provided  subsequent  to  June  1, 
1945,  in  respect  of  matured  debentures.  As  at  March  31,  1964,  matured  debentures  aggregating  $9,260.00 
had  not  been  surrendered  for  redemption  under  the  1945  debt  reorganization  program. 

(b)  Under  provisions  of  The  Public  Service  Pension  Act,  the  Temporary  Provincial  Employees  Retirement 
Act  and  the  Local  Authorities  Pension  Act  all  contributions  are  credited  as  revenue  to  the  General  Revenue 
Fund  of  the  Province  and  payments  required  under  the  Acts  are  made  through  appropriations  therefrom.  The 
payment  of  all  benefits  under  the  Acts  is  guaranteed  by  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Alberta.  The 
pension  plans  are  therefore  on  a current  cost  basis  and  no  liability  is  shown  on  the  attached  balance  sheet  in 
respect  of  present  or  future  benefits  payable  under  the  Acts.  An  actuarial  survey  is  required  to  determine 
the  Province’s  liability  under  the  Acts. 

(c)  Remittances  to  the  General  Revenue  Fund  by  the  Treasury  Branches  exceeded  earnings  by  $363,871.32. 

(d)  Earnings  of  the  Alberta  Liquor  Control  Board  were  under-remitted  in  the  amount  of  $508,478.41. 

(e)  The  accounts  of  Crown  Corporations,  Boards  and  Commissions  are,  with  the  exception  of  the  Alberta  Liquor 
Control  Board,  reflected  in  the  consolidated  balance  sheet  of  the  Province  only  to  the  extent  of  advances 
by  the  Provincial  Treasurer.

Under  the  terms  of  the  Alberta  Act,  the  Province  receives  certain  annual  subsidies  from  the  Government  of  Canada. 
The  capital  value  of  these  subsidies  is  not  shown  as  a liability  on  the  balance  sheet  of  the  Government  of  Canada  and 
has  therefore  been  excluded  as  an  asset  from  the  accounts  of  the  Province,  although  there  is  a definite  annual  obligation 
on  the  part  of  the  Government  of  Canada  to  pay  certain  fixed  amounts.

Under  the  terms  of  the  Natural  Resources  Agreement  the  Government  of  Canada  transferred  to  the  Province  on 
October  1,  1930,  87,676,890  acres  of  land  including  6,406,694  acres  of  unsold  school  lands  held  in  trust,  together  with 
the  benefit  of  all  mines  and  minerals  of  the  Province  formerly  vested  in  the  Government  of  Canada.  The  value 
of  unsold  lands  and  the  value  or  benefit  arising  from  the  natural  resources  of  the  Province  are  not  reflected  on  the 
balance  sheet.

Federal-Provincial  Fiscal  Relations: 

Under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  1,  Statutes  of  Alberta,  1961  (Second  Session)  and  Order-in-Council  2036/61  the 
Provincial  Treasurer  entered  into  a tax  collection  agreement  with  the  Government  of  Canada  for  a five  year  period 
commencing  April  1,  1962. 

The  Agreement  requires  that  the  Province  will  maintain  The  Alberta  Income  Tax  Act  and  regulations  made  there- 
under in  a form  similar  to  the  federal  act  and  regulations  made  thereunder  and  to  levy  in  the  case  of  individual  income 
tax  a tax  expressed  as  a constant  percentage  (in  whole  percentage  points)  of  the  federal  tax  and  in  the  case  of 
corporation  income  tax  a tax  expressed  as  a percentage  of  the  taxable  income  of  a corporation  earned  in  the  Province 
in  the  taxation  year.  The  Agreement  further  provides  that  the  Government  of  Canada,  as  agent  of  the  Province,  will 
collect  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Province  the  income  taxes  imposed  under  the  provincial  act  for  each  of  the  years  compris- 
ing the  terms  of  the  Agreement  and  remit  amounts  in  respect  thereof  to  the  Province.  All  costs,  charges  or  expenses 
incurred  in  the  collection  by  the  Government  of  Canada  of  the  taxes  imposed  under  the  provincial  act  will  be  paid  by 
the  Government  of  Canada. 

For  the  year  under  review  the  Province  imposed  taxes  at  rates  equal  to  the  Federal  abatement,  i.e.  17%  for  the 
1963  taxation  year  and  18%  for  the  1964  taxation  year,  of  the  federal  tax  payable  in  respect  of  individual  income  tax 
and  9%  of  taxable  income  in  respect  of  corporation  income  tax.  To  March  31,  1964  the  Province  has  received 
$25,126,383.45  on  account  of  individual  income  tax  and  $23,693,082.14  on  account  of  corporation  income  tax.  Final 
determination  of  the  Province’s  entitlement  will  be  made  prior  to  the  end  of  the  calendar  year  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  the  Agreement. 

In  addition  to  income  tax  collected  on  behalf  of  the  Province,  the  Province  wili  receive  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Federal-Provincial  Fiscal  Arrangements  Act: 

(a)  50%  of  the  Federal  estate  tax  applicable  to  the  Province. 

(b)  An  equalization  payment  in  an  amount  when  added  to  the  yield  of  standard  taxes,  i.e.  individual  income  tax, 
corporation  income  tax  and  estate  tax  at  the  rate  of  the  Federal  withdrawal,  will  guarantee  to  the  Province 
revenue  not  less  than  received  either  in  the  last  year  or  in  the  average  of  the  last  two  years  of  the  tax-sharing 
arrangements,  which  ever  is  the  greater. 

Payments  received  by  the  Province  for  the  year  ended  March  31,  1964  in  respect  of  (a)  and  (b)  above  amounted 
to  $3,615,000.00  and  6,837,191.00  respectively. 


General 

During  the  year  a continuous  pre-audit  was  maintained  of  all  expenditures  from  the  General  Revenue  Fund.  In 
addition,  revenue  of  all  departments  and  the  books  and  accounts  of  all  boards  and  commissions  are  subjected  to  post-audits 
by  my  representatives.  Bank  balances  were  verified  against  bank  certificates.  Securities  aggregating  $754,503,940.09 
were  examined  and  found  in  order.  Every  assistance  was  extended  by  officials  of  the  several  departments,  boards  and 
commissions  to  facilitate  the  work  of  my  representatives,  and  all  information  requested  was  promptly  given.

The  surplus  for  the  year  has  been  carried  to  the  operating  reserve.  Transactions  within  the  reserve  are  set  forth  in 
Statement  No.  67. 

Maintenance  and  upkeep  of  the  building  in  Edmonton  used  by  the  Faculty  of  Education  and  the  Department  of 
Fine  Arts  has  been  provided  by  the  Province  direct.

Financial  Position 


Buildings,  plant,  furnishings  and  equipment  are  stated  on  the  Balance  Sheet  at  original  cost.  No  provision  has  been 
made  for  depreciation,  but  an  independent  appraisal  completed  during  the  year  ended  March  31,  1950,  indicated  that 
values  had  been  maintained  through  repairs  and  renewals,  which  have  been  financed  from  revenue  and  reserve  funds. 
Buildings  in  course  of  construction  at  Edmonton  and  Calgary  have  been  included  in  the  assets  of  the  University  to  the 
extent  of  construction  costs  incurred  to  March  31,  1964. 

Investments,  general  and  trust,  were  verified  by  actual  examination,  and  agreed  with  the  records  of  the  University. 

Inventories  of  merchandise  for  resale  and  supplies  on  hand  are  certified  as  to  quantities  and  prices  by  officials  of 
the  University.

Final  cost  to  the  University  of  Alberta  of  McMahon  Stadium,  Calgary,  was  determined  to  be  $1,050,000.00.  In 
settlement  thereof  the  University  issued  $750,000.00,  514%  debentures  due  March  15,  1982  and  $300,000.00  non- 
interest  bearing  debentures  due  June  1,  1975.  The  interest  bearing  debentures  are  guaranteed  as  to  principal 
and  interest  by  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Alberta.  Non-interest  bearing  debentures  are  held  in  escrow  and 
are  to  be  surrendered  from  time  to  time  as  a gift  to  the  University.  Operations  of  McMahon  Stadium  are  conducted 
by  the  McMahon  Stadium  Society  which  is  required  to  pay  to  the  University,  as  at  April  30,  the  net  income  of  the 
Society  for  the  year.  From  these  funds  the  University  makes  payments  of  interest  and  provision  for  sinking  fund  to 
retire  the  interest  bearing  debentures.  No  revenues  or  expenditures  of  the  McMahon  Stadium  Society  are  reflected  in 
the  accounts  of  the  University. 

The  mortgage  payable,  $2,632,000.00,  represents  payments  received  to  March  31,  1964  from  Central  Mortgage  and 
Housing  Corporation  on  a loan  being  used  to  finance  construction  of  the  food  services  building  and  new  student 
residences  at  Edmonton.  Financing  has  also  been  provided  by  grants  received  from  Canada  Council,  $1,525,000.00 
and  through  a repayable  advance  of  $1,000,000.00  from  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Alberta. 

Subject  to  the  foregoing,  I certify  that,  in  my  opinion,  the  above  Balance  Sheet  is  properly  drawn  up  so  as 
to  show  the  true  financial  position  of  the  University  of  Alberta  as  at  March  31,  1964,  according  to  information  and 
explanations  given  to  me  and  as  shown  by  the  books  of  the  University,  and  the  accompanying  Statement  of  Revenue 
and  Expenditure  correctly  sets  forth  the  result  of  operations  for  the  year  ended  at  that  date.

I have  audited  the  books  and  records  of  the  Workmen’s  Compensation  Board  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1963. 

Result  of  Operations 

Operations  for  the  year  under  review  resulted  in  a provisional  deficit  of  $211,676.73  in  respect  of  1963  and  a 
provisional  deficit  of  $469,755.36  in  respect  of  1962  and  prior  years,  details  of  which  are  shown  on  Statements  No.  83 
and  No.  84  respectively.  The  provisional  results  have  been  consolidated  on  Statement  No.  82  and  carried  to  operating 
reserve  as  shown  on  Statement  No.  81. 

In  arriving  at  the  operating  results  in  respect  of  Class  13-2,  the  fiscal  year  of  which,  for  the  Board’s  purposes,  is  the 
first  of  November  to  the  following  thirty-first  of  October,  assessment  revenue  applicable  to  the  twelve-month  period 
ending  October  31,  1964  and  all  expenditure  during  the  months  of  November  and  December,  1963  have  been  deferred 
to  the  next  fiscal  period;  and  revenue  of  1962  applicable  to  the  twelve-month  period  ending  October  31,  1963  and  all 
expenditure  during  November  and  December,  1962  deferred  at  December  31,  1962  have  been  brought  into  account 
in  order  to  show  all  transactions  in  their  respective  periods. 

Assessment  revenue  shown  on  Statement  No.  83  includes  the  net  adjustment  estimated  to  be  required  when  all 
pay-roll  audits  in  respect  of  the  period  under  review  have  been  completed. 

Interest  shown  on  Statements  No.  82  and  No.  83  includes  the  allocation  of  interest  earnings  of  the  pension  liability- 
funded  in  excess  of  the  3/4%  requirement  for  the  current  year,  in  an  amount  of  $258,746.82  to  the  classes  and 
$17,810.28  to  self-insurers. 
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STATEMENT  No.  SO— Continued 

Rebates  due  employers  who  entered  into  arrangements,  approved  by  the  Board,  for  furnishing  medical  aid  to 
employees,  are  estimated  to  amount  to  $8,900.00  and  have  been  charged  against  assessment  revenue. 

Payments  for  medical  services  in  respect  of  accidents  of  1943  and  prior  years,  amounting  to  $9,742.21  have  been 
charged  to  the  reserve  for  rehabilitation. 

During  the  year  under  review  provision  for  silicosis  in  an  amount  of  $156,804.00  shown  on  Statement  No.  83  has 
been  charged  only  to  those  classes  that  have  experienced  silicosis  as  an  industrial  disease. 

An  additional  provision  for  silicosis  in  an  amount  of  $75,000.00  and  additional  provision  for  disasters  in  an  amount 
of  $50,000.00  in  respect  of  Class  5 has  been  shown  as  an  adjustment  to  class  balances  on  Statement  No.  84. 


Assets 

I Assessments  receivable,  less  reserve 

Assessments  receivable  have  been  increased  by  $951,667.70  being  the  net  adjustment  estimated  to  be  required  when 
1 all  pay-roll  audits  have  been  completed  in  respect  of  the  period  under  review.  The  reserve  for  doubtful  assessments 
f receivable  amounted  to  $46,778.49  at  December  31,  1963  and  is  considered  adequate.  During  the  year  under  review 
accounts  totalling  $19,541.31  were  written  off  as  uncollectible.  Recoveries  of  accounts  previously  written  off  amounted 
to  $896.15. 

Advances  to  employees  secured  by  chattel  mortgages 

Advances  to  employees  to  assist  in  the  purchases  of  automobiles  required  for  Board  business,  secured  by  chattel 
mortgages,  amount  to  $27,225.07.  Repayments  have  been  made  as  required. 


Investments 

Investments  are  held  in  safekeeping,  under  joint  custody  of  two  officials  of  the  Board,  at  the  Bank  of  Montreal, 
Edmonton,  and  were  verified  by  examination.  Investments,  all  of  which  are  registered  in  the  name  of  the  Board,  are 
summarized  hereunder:

Deferred  income,  net 

Assessments  levied  in  respect  of  Class  13-2,  applicable  to  the  twelve-month  period  ending  October  31,  1964  have  been 
deferred  in  full  until  the  next  fiscal  year.  Likewise  all  expenditure  during  November  and  December  1963,  regardless 
of  year  of  occurrence  of  accident,  has  been  deferred.  The  net  revenue,  #402,744.70,  is  shown  on  the  above  balance 
sheet  under  the  above  caption. 

Estimated  merit  rebates 

Merit  rebates  to  be  allowed  in  respect  of  the  year  1963  could  not  be  determined  prior  to  the  closing  of  the  Board’s 
accounts,  but  provision  in  the  amount  of  #1,226,200.00  has  been  made  as  an  estimate  of  requirements. 

Claims  pending  and  unf  mailed  claims 

The  liability  in  respect  of  the  above  is  an  estimate,  based  on  opinions  of  officials  of  the  Board  and  the  experience 
of  certain  prior  years,  of  the  amount  required  to  meet  all  costs  in  respect  of  claims  pending  and  unfinalled  claims 
with  the  exception  of  those  costs  chargeable  to  the  reserves  for  silicosis,  rehabilitation,  disasters  and  enhanced 
disabilities,  and  those  in  respect  of  self-insurers’  employees. 

Pensions 

An  actuarial  evaluation  of  the  Board’s  liability  with  respect  to  pensions  was  made  as  at  December  31,  1959.  As 
stated  in  the  report  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1960,  an  amount  of  #3,284,087.12  being  in  excess  of  require- 
ments was,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Board’s  Actuary,  transferred  from  the  pension  liability -funded 
leaving  a net  surplus  of  #1,000,000.00  as  a reserve  against  contingencies.  Based  on  the  assumption  that  interest 
earnings  would  be  maintained  at  the  required  capitalization  rate  of  3 % %,  which  has  been  the  case,  the  amount  provided 
by  the  Board  in  respect  of  the  pension  liability  as  at  that  date  was  sufficient  to  meet  requirements. 

Silicosis 

There  is  no  basis  upon  which  an  opinion  could  be  formed  as  to  the  adequacy  of  the  reserve. 

Reserve  for  rehabilitation 

As  stated  elsewhere  in  this  report,  payments  for  medical  services  in  respect  of  accidents  of  1943  and  prior  years 
have  been  charged  to  the  reserve  following  the  transfer,  as  at  December  31,  1948  of  the  amount  standing  to  the  credit 
of  the  reserve  for  medical  aid  to  the  reserve  for  rehabilitation. 

Expenditures  for  rehabilitation  charged  to  the  reserve  during  the  year  amounted  to  #165,611.42  as  shown  on  State- 
ment No.  90. 

Total  capital  expenditures  to  December  31,  1963  for  the  rehabilitation  clinic,  amounted  to  #2,031,600.07  and  have 
been  charged  to  the  reserve.  These  assets  are  not  reflected  on  the  above  balance  sheet. 

Provision  for  the  reserve  for  the  period  amounted  to  #146,603.00. 

Reserve  for  disasters 

Reserve  for  enhanced  disabilities 

There  is  no  basis  upon  which  an  opinion  could  be  formed  as  to  the  adequacy  of  these  reserves. 

Reserve — Section  33-1  ( k ) ( 1943  Act) 

The  reserve,  which  under  Section  44- (8)  of  the  1948  Act  is  to  be  transferred  to  the  Accident  Fund,  is  presently 
being  held  to  provide  for  adjustments  required  under  Section  33-1  (k) . 

Operating  reserve 

The  reserve  represents  the  balance  at  credit  of  classes  after  provision  for  reserves  as  shown  on  Statement  No.  81. 


General 

The  Board  has  a contingent  liability  for  pensions  in  respect  of  service  on  the  Board  by  commissioners  for  which 
pension  is  not  payable  under  the  Public  Service  Pension  Act.  Payments  in  respect  of  this  liability  to  Board  com- 
missioners amounted  to  #937.68  during  the  year. 

Subject  to  the  foregoing  remarks,  I certify  that,  in  my  opinion,  the  above  Balance  Sheet  is  properly  drawn  up  so  as  to 
show  the  true  financial  position  of  the  ’Workmen’s  Compensation  Board  as  at  December  31,  1963  according  to  in- 
formation and  explanations  given  to  me  and  as  shown  by  the  books  of  the  Board  and  the  accompanying  statements  of 
revenue  and  expenditure  correctly  set  forth  the  results  of  operations  for  the  year  ended  at  that  date.

Operations  for  the  year,  as  shown  in  Statement  No.  180,  resulted  in  a net  operating  income  of  $1,121,744.14  which 
was  carried  to  the  surplus  account.  Net  adjustments  applicable  to  previous  years  were  credited  to  surplus  in  the  amount 
of  $7 2,988.81  together  with  $1,112,103.54,  representing  the  sinking  fund  applicable  for  redemption  of  the  bond  issue 
maturing  July  2,  1963.  An  amount  of  $860,000.00  was  appropriated  for  provision  of  sinking  fund,  leaving  a balance  in 
surplus  of  $36,454,593.65  as  at  March  31,  1964  retained  for  investment  in  plant,  debt  redemption  and  working  capital.

Loans  and  advances  include  loans  outstanding  as  at  March  31,  1964,  overdrafts  in  depositors’  accounts,  bills  dis- 
counted and  items  in  overdue  bills. 

Advances  totalling  $42,813.13  were  written  off  during  the  year  under  review  while  recoveries  of  advances  previously 
written  off  amounted  to  $9,354.52.  Provision  for  estimated  loss  re  loans  and  advances  in  the  amount  of  $459,674.89 
was  made  during  the  year  under  review  leaving  the  accumulated  provision  at  $3,388,128.41  as  at  March  31,  1964.
